The 
first two are natural waters which are too well known to 
require description. The third, likewise, is a natural water, 
which, it is stated, can be taken with advantage in cases of 
dyspepsia, gout, and rheumatism. The two last—Johannis 
Lithia and Johannis Potash—are in a sense artificial waters, 
inasmuch as that the potash and lithia which they respec- 
tively contain are added in definite proportion in order to 
meet the needs of cases in which the salts are indicated, 

The AyLEssurY Darry Company, Limited (St. Petersburg 
Place, Bayswater). In addition to the various forms of 
humanized milk, peptonized milk, sterilized milk and 
cream, and modified milk, for which this company has 
already obtained popularity, two new preparations were 
shown. One of these was Hurzanoid milk ; it is a concentrated 
preparation which on dilution with an adequate amount of 
water is found to have a chemical constitution resembling 
that of mother’s milk.

A number of special ration 
cartridges and emergency rations for the use of travellers 
and expeditions also found a place in the exhibit. 

anp Co. (83, Upper Thames Street, E.C.), 
** albene,” which was shown by this firm, is guaranteed to 
contain no animal fats whatever, but to be a pare vegetable 
product, free from water, salt, or any admixture. It certainly 
has neither colour, taste, nor smell. It appeara to be equally 
suitable either for domestic purposes, such as cooking fish or 
making pastry, or asa basis for ointment, For the former 
purpose it is, according to Dr. Granville Sharpe, far superior 
either to lard or margarine. The firm has obtained some 
eighteen medals and a special prize for it at the Dutch Bakers’ 
Exhibition. 

CALLARD AND Co. (74, Regent Street, W.). The preparation 
of starchless and sugarless foods is the special care of this 
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firm, and it had plenty of them for examination. The exhibit 
included starchless cakes and a variety of sugarless jellies and 
sugarless beverages, some of which are comparatively new, 
or, at all events, less well known than most of the prepara- 
tions of the firm. Such of the jams as were tasted seemed to 
preserve ina singular degree the true flavour of the fruit of 
which they are made, and were very palatable. 

The CeLtLuLarR CLorHiInc Company (72 and 73, Fore Street, 
E.¢.). The Aertex Cellular clothing, in a great variety of 
shapes and makes, was to be seen on the stall of this com- 
pany. The principles upon which it is constructed are un- 
doubtedly perfectly scientific and practical, and our own 
experience goes to show that the fabric is light and comfort- 
ab e to wear, as well as being durable. 

FELTOE AND Situ (25, Augustus Street, Regents Park, W.). 
This firm showed its well-known ‘‘Specialité” lime juice 
cordial, lemon squash and lemon-squash crystals. The latter 
is a particularly convenient kind of product, as the contents 
of one bottle of the crystals, sold at a very low price, will mak 


six or eight quarts of good lemonade. The strong point of 


_ jime-juice cordial is that it is free from any musty 
avour. 

FRIEDRICHSHALL WatER (the London office, 10 and 12, 
Milton Street, E.C.). Friedrichshall, which was shown, was 
about the earliest of the foreign mineral waters to obtain 
popularity in England. It depends for its action upon the 
sulphates of magnesium and sodium and the chlorides of the 
same metals. it was a favourite water with the Jate Sir 
Henry Thompson and also with Professor Virchow, both of 
whom stated that they used it themselves with gréat 
advantage. 

INGRAM AND Royte, Limited (26, Upper Thames Street, 
London). This firm is agent for the majority of table and 
other mineral waters, and had upon view specimens of a large 
number of them. Amongst these were Celestin, Grande-grille, 
H6pital, and Carlsbad waters, while precipitated salts from 
the Carlsbad ‘‘Sprudel Spring” were also shown. Other 
waters exhibited were the Contrexéville, Evian, ‘‘ Cachat,” 
Wildungen, and George Victor. The Wildungen ‘‘ Helenen” 
water is useful, it is believed, in cases of uric acid diathesis in 
an initial stage. In addition to foreign waters, several of 
English origin were shown. Amongst these were Cheltenham 
water and the well-known Salutaris, for both of which the 
firm is general agent. 

Keren, Rosinson, AND Co., Limited (Denmark Street, St. 
George’s-in-the-East, London, E). The exhibit of this firm 
consisted of barley meals and oat meals and preparations of 
mustard for medicinal purposes. Both Robinson’s Patent 
Barley and Robinson’s Patent Groats have now been on the 
market for considerably over half a century, and have held 
their own, in spite of younger dietetic rivals. The former 
is excellent as a diluent of milk or in the preparation of barley 
water, and the latter makes a nutritious gruel, which is suit- 
able for babies after dentition is fairly advanced, and for 
nursing mothers and old people. Colman’s Mustard Leaves 
are of comparatively recent introduction, and may take the 


place of those of foreign manufacture. Mustard oil, which 


was also shown, might with advantage be used more freely in 
domestic medicine. 

MeEtuin’s Dietetic PREPARATIONS. Mellin’s Food for 
Infants and Invalids is too well known to require much 
description. It isa brownish granular powder prepared from 
cereal grains, in which the starch is made soluble by the 
action of a diastase. ‘‘Lacto,” another useful preparation of 
the firm, is intended for temporary employment when fresh 
cow’s milk fails, or for some reason has fallen under sus- 
picion. The firm’s new feeding-bottle was alsoshown. It is 
circular in cross-section, and thus can easily be kept clean ; 
another useful feature which it possesses is that the approxi- 
mate quantities of food which a child should take at each 
meal are clearly shown by markings on the external surface. 

HEnRI (48, Cannon Street, E.C.). There is probably 
no one who is not favourably acquainted with the tinned 
milks, sweetened and unsweetened, of this firm, as also with 
its chocolates. Less well known hitherto has been the “Milo” 
food, which was also shown ; it is intended for the use either 
of —" or of invalids, and may be expected to become 

ovular. 
J. Reynotps Anp Co. (Albert Flour Mills. Gloucester). This 
firm showed some Gold Medal Wheat Meal brown bread 
which is made from Reynolds’s pure digested wheat meal. It 
is warranted to contain no chemical or malt or any other 
foreign substance.

ANGIER CHEMICAL Company, Limited (32, Snow Hill, E.C, 
The exhibit of this firm consisted cniefly of “ Angiers 
Emulsion.” This is an emulsion of petroleum with hypo 
egg which has attained considerable popularity, 

ach fluid onnce of it is stated to contain 33 per cent, 
of oe petroleum, 9 gr. of the hypophosphites of lime 
and soda, and a certain amount of glycerine. These 
constituents are very well emulsified, as can be seen if the 
preparation is examined under the microscope, It mixes 
readily with water, and has no objectionable flavour or smell. 
The firm also prepares throat tablets; their basis is again 
petroleum, and they contain, it is stated, no opium or other 
narcotic. They are recommended for use in any form of 
throat irritation. 

ARMOUR AND Co. (46, Holborn, E.C.). Prominent on the 
stand of this firm was a very complete series of organic 
extracts in powder and tablet form; there were altogether 
some fifteen of them. Peptonizing and pancreating prepar- 
tions were also present in great variety, some being lactated, 
while several preparations of suprarenalin, including triturate, 
powders and a solution, were shown, which have already 
become popular. The Suprarenalin solution is so prepared that 
each thousand parts contain one of suprarenalin powder 
Among the various beef preparations for which the firm is 
well known was included Vigorol, a semi-solid extract 
specially intended for the rapid preparation of hot or cold 
bouillon. It has already attained considerable popularity. 

H. M. Kirsy anp Co. Purgen, Glycecols and tablets of 
compressed drugs were a feature of this firm’s exhibit. Pargen 
is avery mild aperient, said to be specially useful during 
pregnancy and in cases of chronic kidney disease; it is pre- 
pared in tablets of three strengths, which are known as infan 
purgen, Adult purgen, and Strong purgen. Sal Mineralis is 
another preparation of an aperient character, which is com- 
posed of the sulphates of soda, magnesia, and potash, and is 
considered to be a convenient substitr.te for Carlsbad, Vichy, 
and other well-known mineral waters. Among the Pleas 
antiseptic preparations to be seen were Kirby’ Family 
Toilet Powder and Eucalyptusine, which is a perfume co 
taining a large percentage of eucalyptol.

The births r tered in England and Wales during the quarter under 
notice exceeded the deaths by 113,726; this represents the natural 
inerease of the population during that period. From returns issued by 
the Board of Trade it appears that 134,745 emigrants embarked during the 
three months, for places outside Europe, from the various ports of the 
United Kingdom at which emigration officers are stationed. Of these 
134,745 emigrants, 51,356 were English, 13,515 were Scottish, and 16,972 were 
Irish, while 52,902 others were of foreign nationality. Compared with the 
averages in the Corresponding quarters of the three preceding years. the 
preassor of emigrants in the population of the several ports of the 

nited Kingdom showed an increase of 17 1 per cent. English and of 31.1 
per cent. Scottish, while the Irish emigrants decreased 5 2 per cent. 

During the second quarter of the year the deaths of 123,041 persons were 
registered, equal to an annual rate of 14.4 per 1,0co persons living; this 
rate was 1.8 per 1,0co below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the ten preceding years, and _was below the rate in the second quarter of 
any other year on record. The lowest county death-rates last quarter 
were 11.3 in Middlesex, 11.5 in Essex, 11.6 in Surrey, 11.8 in Bedfordshire, 
and 11.9 in Hertfordshire and Buckinghamshire ; the highest rates were 
16.3 in the North Riding of Yorkshire, 16.6 in Monmouthshire and in 
Carmarthenshire, 16.7 in Glamorganshire, and 19.2 in Denbighshire. In 
seventy-six of the largest English towns, with an aggregate population of 
more than fifteen and a half millions, the mean rate of mortality was 
14.7 per 1,000 ; in 141 smaller towns containing in the aggregate about four 
and three-quarter million persons. the death-rate was 13.6 per 1,000; while 
in the remaining, and chiefly rural, parts of England and Wales, the rate 
was 4,5 DOr 1,000. In London the death-rate was 14.3 per 1,c0o, while it 
averaged 14.9 per 1,0co in the seventy-five other large towns, and ranged 
from 7.1 in Hornsey, 8.4 in Leyton, 8.7in King’s Norton, 9.4 in Handsworth 
(Staffs), 9.8 in Willesden, and 9.9in East Ham, to 18.5 in West Bromwich 
and in Wigan, 19.5 in Oldham, 20.0 in Tynemouth, 21.4 in Middlesbrough, 
and 22.4 in Merthyr Tydfil. 

The 123,041 deaths from all causes in England and Wales last_quarter 
included 10,194 which were referred to the principal infectious. diseases ; 
of these, 3,894 were attributed to measles, 2,509 to whooping-cough. 1,189 
to diarrhoea, 1,096 to diphtheria, 856 to scarlet fever, 618 to ‘“ fever” (prin- 
cipally enteric), and 32 to small-pox. The rate of mortality from measles 
exceeded the average, while that from each of the other principal infec- 
tious diseases showed a decline. Of the 32 fatal cases of small-pox, 5 
belonged to London, 4 to Southampton, and 3 to Bradford. 

The rate of infant mortality, measured by the proportion of deaths 
among children under 1 year of age to registered births, was equal to 106 
per 1,0coo, against an average rate of 121 per 1,00> in the corresponding 
quarters of the ten preceding years. In the several counties the rates ot 
infant mortality ranged from 63 in Hertfordshire, 69 in Dorsetshire, 70 in 
Wiitshire, 7: in Surrey, and 76 in Herefordshire, to rr9 in Monmouthshire, 
r20 in Lancashire and in Durham, 122 in Staffordshire, 127 in Derbyshire, 
and 129 in Glamorganshire. In the seventy-six large towns the mean rate

13.8 in Merthyr Tydfil. 

Among persons aged 60 years and upwards the death-rate last quarter 
was equal to 62.7 per 1,0co of the estimated population at this age-period, 
being 3.3 per_1,00co lower than the overage. In London the rate was 61.7 
per 1,000, while among the seventy-five other large towns it ranged from 
43.1 in Leyton, 47.3in Hornsey, 47.8 in Walsall, and 50.7 in Willesden, to 
80.6 in Middlesbrough, 80.7 in Preston, 81.9 in Wigan, 82.3 in Huddersfield, 
and 83.8 in Rochdale.
